As we sat in the theater seats waiting for the show 
to begin, I looked out across the rows and the advancing 
attendees and said, "It's a sea of gray hair, Paul!" Ever 
quick with a comeback, my husband dryly responded, 
"What did you expect? The singer is 77 years old." 

Yes, there we were waiting to hear an aging pop 
star sing her greatest hits and to share in a moment of 
suspended animation with our peers, the gray-haired 
masses we so easily blended in with. 

Darlene Love, a name you either know 
immediately or have to have its owner's claim to fame 
explained to you, recently performed at the Zeiterion 
Theater. I knew her name from accolades she has 
received in recent years, primarily from a documentary 
that received an Academy Award and a soundtrack that 
garnered a Grammy. 

Love was, for nearly 50 years, a backup singer 
to groups and solo artists we all know on a first name 
basis— Elvis, Marvin, Bruce, to mention a few. She along 
with her group. The Blossoms, provided rich vocal 
harmonies on hundreds of records, toured the world with 
famous musical stars, and even scored a couple of one-hit 
wonders back in the day. Does the song "He's A Rebel" 
sound familiar? Or how about these lyrics, "Da Doo ron 
ron ron, da doo ron ron..." That was Darlene Love. 

It would take many years and the promotion 
of more modern-day musical masters such as Bruce 
Springstein and Bette Midler to get Love and her 
Blossoms the recognition they so rightfully deserved. All 
of that is now history, and Love at age 77 is lapping up the 
applause from adoring fans that find the strength to leave 
their homes after dark and attend her concerts. 

Love's peers and those who appreciate music 
with a syncopated rhythm and words that you can 
actually sing along with are slowly vanishing. Once the 
hair has turned grey or left the dome it once covered so

completely, fans will be singing in heavenly choirs. Amen. 

But for now, a few of us - those who remember 
when pop and rock music was born and have lived long 
enough to see it evolve into something less pleasing to our 
ears - well, we were clapping and singing the rafters off 
that old theater. It ain't over until the last senior citizen 
sings. 

Love's performance was a tour de force - period 
- and certainly regardless of her age or ours. Wearing 
shockingly high-heeled shoes and an arm-bearing off-the- 
shoulder crushed red velvet jumpsuit, this rather petite 
performer came out swinging. Her voice is very strong, 
maybe sounding a bit mature, but strong and true and 
tireless. 

Love's vocals were backed up by three young, 
very fine singers, two keyboard players, her longtime 
saxophone man, a bass, and of course, a powerful young- 
blood pounding a massive drum set. The sound was big, 
poured through the body, and made old hands and feet 
keep time. We were transported. 

I hadn't expected anything other than a very tight 
sounding band, and maybe Love could pull off a couple

of her well-known hits from the early '60s. Certainly, her 
ability to move around the stage in those shoes was worth 
witnessing. In other words, I had underestimated Love. 
Shame on me. 

From the very soles of her feet that stomped and 
propelled Love back and forth across the stage for more 
than 90 minutes, albeit with one short break, she sang not 
only her classic hits that sent the audience into riotous 
rapture, but she also covered many hits from artists for 
whom she had performed back up vocals back in the day. 
She sang tunes for a new album recently released, as well 
as gospel that made us feel like we were in church, and 
love songs that reminded us that age doesn't matter when 
it comes to matters of the heart. Love made us forget our 
worries for a few precious moments and reminded us that 
there are still things to enjoy while we are on this side of 
the grass. 

Unlike other concerts we've attended over the 
past few years. Love's audience wasn't jumping up and 
down in their seats making it difficult for those of us 
less inclined or unable to stand blocked from viewing 
the stage. That's one good thing about an audience filled 
with senior citizens. Still, Love's audience was jubilant, 
respectful, and grooving all at the same time without 
being obnoxious. We might be aging: we might be wobbly 
on our feet: we might sing off key, but we still know how 
to have a good time. 

And that was the point - having a good time. 

Love is having a good time in spite of it being the 
autumn of her life. You can almost see the flaming brilliant 
colors of yellow, gold, and red radiating off her body as 
she delivers everything she has to share, the very fibers of 
her being. She left it all on stage. 

In a word, Darlene Love is an inspiration. Yes 
- she can sing. Yes - she has musical talent aplenty. Yes - 
she is generous in sharing the stage with others because 
she was once "20 feet from stardom," but, moreover, she 
reminds us to live. She reminds us that each day that we 
awaken and find ourselves still breathing is a day to find 
joy and share it. 

That point was driven home as the band revved 
its engine for the last song of the evening, "River Deep,

but it was back at the mechanic soon after. 

"It's got the same problem it went in there with," 
said Parker on February 8. He said the Town was billed 
"for work that got done that wasn't needed," apparently, 
so the actual problem was not repaired. The work that 
was done, however, caused a chain reaction, said Parker, 
which then blew out the truck's radiator. 

Now the mechanic says the truck needs a new 
engine entirely at an estimated cost of $50,000. 

"I have no confidence in this truck, even as a 
backup truck," Parker said. 

The selectmen know for certain that continuing 
on repairing the truck is not a long-term solution, and 
barely is it a short-term solution, either. 

The problem is that buying a new truck, even 
a used one, will require Town Meeting approval, and 
the Annual Town Meeting is still three months away. 
Meanwhile, the truck continues to breakdown. And 
another costly repair such as this latest one, Parker said, 
"It's probably a pretty expensive temporary fix if the 
voters decide to go in another direction." 

"We may have to call a Special Town Meeting; I 
don't know at this point yet," said Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson. 

And then there is still the matter of ordering 
a new truck, which, by the time the funds are made 
available on July 1, would likely take until November 
to be delivered. The selectmen may be forced to ask 
Town Meeting for funding to lease a trash truck in the 
meantime, which is currently $1,250 per day, an option 
the DPW has had to take sporadically over the past few 
months in order to keep up curbside trash collection. If 
there is a chance at getting a lower rate for a longer-term 
lease, selectmen might consider it as a viable temporary 
solution. 

The selectmen are seeking bids from businesses to 
outsource the town's trash collection and may instead ask 
Town Meeting voters to approve funding for a contract 
with a vendor, but the discussion will continue as the 
options are studied.

The Vocal Barred Owl

Two new friendly neighbors who live nearby 
on Indian Road of Sconticut Neck in Fairhaven report 
seeing a barred owl perched during the day on a tree limb 
above their homes. As avid bird watchers and readers of 
my wildlife columns in The Wanderer , they both stopped 
me there on my usual afternoon walk to announce the 
exciting news of this mid-winter visitor. 
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The barred owl gets its name from the deeply 
colored bars on the feathers of its wings and tail. It is also 
known as the puffy headed hoot owl with a large sturdy 
body streaked and spotted with variated brown, buff, and 
white coloring, as in my illustration. 

It is considered very vocal because in the dead of 
night it calls out a startling eight loud hoots! The first four 
sound like "Who cooks for you?" and the second four end 
with a southern sounding drawl "Who cooks for ya'll?" It 
is only one of three owl species with black eyes. This color 
adaptation renders the barred owl's sight effective only 
for seeing in the dark. The yellow eyes of the snowy owl 
are for diurnal vision of night and day, and the orange 
eyes of the great horned owl are for dim light of either

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dawn or dusk. 

Its sudden presence here might be explained 
because the male of the species only migrates a short 
distance. It moves into urban habitats like Indian Road for 
winter, and then in spring back to the thick woodlands. 

Its diet includes small terrestrial mammals, birds, lizards, 
and snakes, but also fish, crayfish, and crabs of the 
shoreline aquatic habitat. 

When barred owls begin to mate in late winter, 
they give forth a loud 
series of howling 
screams that are quite 
frightening. This 
scary performance is 
called "caterwauling." 

It sounds like 
monkeys fighting 
in the treetops, as 
in the saying "Two 
is company and 
three is a crowd." 

Mating owls are 
said to perform 
aerial acrobatics 
while wildly soaring 
upward in a mating dance to this unearthly din. The owls 
subsequently mate and then nest in the cold of winter. 

As as each egg is laid, they are forced to 
immediately begin incubating, resulting in a size variance 
that can be detrimental to survival of the last to hatch. 
Nests can easily be located and identified by finding a 
number of hairballs all around and beneath the nesting 
tree. These are indigestible pellets of bone and hair from 
their diet, regurgitated and spit out to the ground below. 

Nesting owls have been known to dive bomb 
human intruders approaching a nest of their brood. 
Consequently, it is better to bird watch from a respectable 
distance. I will remember that in my future walks, 
possibly having the third largest owl in New England, 
after the snowy and great horned, watching my every 
move in passing down Indian Road. 

Let me conclude my tale of this wise old owl

collector aspect of finance more than the accounting side, 
but she does have experience with budget preparation, 
insurance, liability, municipal debt, and OPEB (other post 
employment benefits). 

Selectman John Waterman asked Laak about what 
she considers to be her biggest strength and Laak told him 
"integrity and loyalty." 

"My loyalty to my team and helping them find 
their strengths," she said. "When one of them has a 
weakness in one area, I help them out in trying to help 
them strengthen [their weakness]." 

Laak says she also pays strong attention to detail, 
"And reconciliation - I'm weird that way, but I really love 
past reconciliation. ... I make sure that I'm to the penny." 

When dealing with the public, Laak explained her 
approach, saying, "Most of the time they want somebody 
to sit down with them and listen to them. ... I like to 
explain things to people because if you explain things, it 
shows you care and people like to think you care." 

"One of my weaknesses is being a new collector 
and I'm still learning," said Laak. "But there's such a 
huge amount of resources. ... I'm really trying to get up to 
speed in what I need to do that." 

Laak's Bachelor's degree is in Arts and 
Information Technology, although she said she eventually 
"fell into this municipal world of accounting" and worked 
her way up through the ranks, beginning as a clerk. She 
then earned an Associates degree in Accounting as a new 
professional trajectory. She tried working at a computer 
software company but "hated it," she admitted, mostly 
because she worked from home as a business analyst and 
prefers working with people. 

"It was frustrating, and it was boring," said Laak. 
She then headed to work for the Town of Eastham. 

The board also interviewed Katherine Milligan, 
the current assistant treasurer/collector/payroll 
administrator for the Town of Orleans. And although the 
selectmen were grateful to have two qualified candidates 
to choose form, they found Laak was a better fit for the 
job. 

"I liked Susan," said Selectman Randy Parker. "I 
thought her answers were crisp."

Finance Committee Begins FY20 Cycle 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

On February 6, members of the Mattapoisett 
Finance Committee began the process of crafting a 
fiscal year 2020 budget as they met with members of the 
Finance Department and the Assessors' Office. 

Before beginning the preliminary overview of 
Town finances. Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
shared insights into how the Town is moving towards 
preparing employees for greater responsibility and 
opportunity. 

"I've been looking at more than just salaries and 
supplies," Gagne began. "I've been looking at the big 
picture [with] ... employee training and advancement." 

Legacy planning has been very much on Gagne's 
radar these past two years as he plans his own retirement 
in October. But, according to Gagne, this emphasis on 
preparing critical town hall departments not only for the 
immediate future, but also for long-range planning, has 
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been embraced by many employees. 

Gagne said some employees interested in 
furthering their education with an eye towards increased 
responsibility in the future have done "extremely" well. 
He pointed to employees in the Assessor's Office who 
have now been certified by the state, as well as others who 
have expanded their education in areas of procurement 
or have fulfilled necessary coursework to maintain 
certifications. 

"We've taken education to a higher level," Gagne 
said, while acknowledging that he believes the finance 
departments in Mattapoisett are "outstanding" and that 
he couldn't have asked "for a better team." 

Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
asked Gagne if he had considered reestablishing a Human 
Resources Department. He said he would put that on the 
agenda for future discussion. 

Kathy Costello, administrator of assessing, told 
the committee that document storage was well underway 
and essential in protecting legal documents in the event 
of a flood or other unforeseen disasters. Costello also 
discussed a possible opportunity for garnering some 
relief for taxpayers through a process currently under 
advisement at the Massachusetts Department of Revenue 
(DOR). 

Costello said that utilities such as gas and 
electric are allowed to depreciate or decrease the value 
of assets running throughout cities and down, all the 
way down to zero in a very short period of time, which 
leaves municipalities with no way to capture tax revenue. 
She explained that Eversource, for instance, is allowed 
to self-report its value on the estimated $14.5 million 
infrastructure of gas and electric service in Mattapoisett. 

Costello said that the DOR is reviewing this 
regulatory practice with the Town of Hopkinton leading 
the way. She cautioned that while her office would 
be taking on this project, timing was unclear and that 
cellphone services were not included. 

Donoghue then asked about rental properties in 
Mattapoisett and if Costello was pursuing a way to tax 
the income earned on rentals. 

"There's going to be an excise tax," Costello said, 
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adding that legislation is pending. 

Currently, the Town does not have a mechanism 
to tax return income. 

Gagne also told the committee that he anticipates 
a large increase in group health insurance costs, and that 
all unions would be negotiating new contractors for FY20. 

The departments' operational budgets discussed 
on this evening while purporting to be level-funded were 
not complete due to union negotiations that are pending. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee for February 12 at 6:00 pm was cancelled due 
to snow. 

FinCom Reacts to 'Passive Aggressive' 
BOS Letter 

Marion Finance Committee

"Is anybody else incensed about that letter?" 
Marion Finance Committee member Alan Minard asked, 
broaching the subject of a letter the Board of Selectmen 
handed to Minard and FinCom Chairman Peter Winters 
during the selectmen's February 5 meeting. "It was 
a passive aggressive kickback because we wouldn't 
approve that [Reserve Fund transfer request]," said 
Minard. 

This most recent contention between the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee started in January 
when the FinCom held off on approving a request to 


transfer $7,412 from the Reserve Fund to cover the cost 
of Town Administrator Paul Dawson's 5.9 percent wage 
increase. The committee found the transfer unnecessary 
because there should be enough in the town administrator 
budget line item to cover Dawson's salary up until he 
retires in mid-March. Another $25,000 would still be 
available to fund Dawson's replacement until the fiscal 
year ends June 30. 

Finance Committee member Alan Minard 
and Chairman Peter Winters attended the selectmen's 
February 5 meeting to address the delay in issuing the 
transfer, explained how once Reserve Fund money 
is transferred that it is no longer available for other 
unexpected emergencies, and did not waiver in their 
decision to deny the transfer request. But before leaving. 
Board of Selectmen Chairman Norm Hills slipped Minard 
and Winters a letter. 

The content of the letter, obtained later by The 
Wanderer , was unrelated to the Reserve Fund transfer 
request, rather it suggests that Finance Committee 
meetings should be "more accessible to the public." The 
letter, signed by all three selectmen, advises the committee 
to change its meeting location from the 13 Atlantis Drive 
building to either the Town House or the police station, 
establish a consistent meeting schedule, and arrange for 
ORCTV recording of the meetings. 

"We, as Selectmen, believe transparency is 
important and that nowhere is it more important than 
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with the Town's finances," the letter states. The selectmen 
proposed taking those actions immediately, "given that it 
is the budgeting season and it is critical for the Town to be 
totally open regarding the budget challenges it is facing," 
and advised the committee to confirm by February 19 that 
the actions have been taken. 

Although none of the finance committees in 
the Tri-Town currently video record their meetings, the 
Marion Finance Committee did not overtly oppose the 
idea, nor did members find a change in meeting venue or 
a more predictable meeting schedule to be disagreeable. 

It was the timing and the delivery of the suggestions that 
raised eyebrows Wednesday night. 

"They are accusing us of doing exactly the same 
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things that they did/' said Minard, ''and frankly, that 
humped me off." 

Minard also took issue with what he called 
"another Finance Committee snub." Minard requested 
that, as a Finance Committee member, the selectmen 
appointment him to the committee created to assist in the 
search for the new town administrator - however, he was 
not. 

"We understand better than anybody in the town 
what the job is about," said Minard. 

"How extraordinary," remarked FinCom member 
Margie Baldwin. 

"This is just more passive aggressive baloney 
that's coming out of the center of the Select Board," said 
Minard. Turning again to the letter, he remarked, "This is 
retribution." 

In other matters, the Finance committee 
questioned a number of increases in various budgets that 
have been submitted to the committee so far, including 
the administration line item of the Department of Public 
Works, Fire Department and Marine Resources wages, 
and the Council on Aging. 

"Fire Department wages is going up $25,000," 
said Winters. "I don't know what percentage that is, but

"He keeps adding full-time people without 
asking anybody," said Minard. 

"There's going to be no ratepayer relief," said 
Winters. "People are going to be thrilled about that." 

"They (Town Hall) want a personnel person, 
they want an IT person, so now we've spent the entire 2.5 
percent [tax] increase," said Minard. 

"Then we have the lagoon situation," Baldwin 

said. 

The FinCom also criticized the ongoing practice 
of providing "longevity bonuses" to town employees who 
have already reached the top contractual pay step. 

"It's like a Christmas bonus because it's paid out 
in December, but it's not merit-based because we don't 
review anybody," said Winters. 

"Everybody gets a trophy," said Minard. 

The committee is also concerned about the 
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Planning Board's request to make part-time Town Planner 
Gil Gilario a full-time employee. In light of the requested 
increases. Winters commented, the committee will be 
forced to "take the razor blade out this year and say 'No', 
'No', and'No'." 

Since sitting on the committee. Winters 
commented, FinCom has only ever cut back on requests 
for budget increases. "We haven't 'cut' anything." He 
said, "You would think that we were cutting things to the 
bone, but we're not. We're cutting increases so we don't 
have to do an operational override." 

"The taxpayers are gonna go bonkers," said 

Minard. 

In other business, there are currently three empty 
seats on the Finance Committee, two of them as alternate 
members. Interested residents should send a letter of 
interest to Paul Dawson, town administrator. Finance 
Committee members are appointed by the chairmen of 
the Board of Selectmen and Marion School Committee, 
and the town moderator. 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee is scheduled for February 13 at 6:00 pm in the 
conference room of 13 Atlantis Drive. 

ZBA Unsure About How to Apply Bylaw 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The application of Mark Ross and Margot Mims 



for a special permit was continued again on February 7 
as the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals wrestled with 
the applicability to the proposal of several Town zoning 
bylaws. 

Ross and Mims are requesting a special permit 
under Zoning Bylaw 230-6.1C, which regulates non- 
conforming uses and structures. 

Nick Dufresne of Farland Corp presented 
the board with a revised plan for the proposal at 195c 
Converse Road. The modified plan proposes to elevate the 
existing structure rather than the previous plan to tear it 
down, and build an addition off one side. 

Building Commissioner Scott Shippey wrote a 
letter to the board, which stated in part, "The intent of 
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the bylaw was to allow the reconstruction, extension, 
alteration or change of a nonconforming structure by 
special permit. ... I see no problem with approving the 
special permit." 

The proposed structure would be two feet 
above the Base Flood Elevation as required by the state's 
Building Code, and Dufresne suggested this new proposal 
was "more in line with the bylaw." 

John Markey, the attorney for the applicants, 
suggested that there were legal issues with this proposal, 
not just engineering ones. He argued that the proposal 
fell squarely within the bylaw's intent, in that the 
structure was being elevated in the exact same location 
and extended in one direction. Markey suggested that 
the board and Shippey were interested in making older 
cottages FEMA compliant, and there was "tangible benefit 
to have people willing to invest in making improvements 
to [the] neighborhood." It is "helpful" and "desirable" and 
will protect other buildings in the area, he added. 

Dufresne told the board that the proposed 
structure with the addition would be similar in style to 
what had been previously submitted to the board. 

Associate board member David Bramley seemed 
skeptical that the house would withstand being raised, 
asking, "Will it fall apart and be reconstructed?" Markey 
responded that "it will be jacked up, raised, and built 
around." 

Abutter Caroline Elkins, 195a Converse Road, 
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attended the meeting with her attorney, Mark Deshaies. 
Deshaies suggested that Ross and Mims were proposing 
a "significant departure as to what portion of the bylaw 
to go to." Deshaies drew the board's attention to a 
memorandum by the Planning Board dated January 8, 
2019, in which the board cites the Zoning Bylaw Section 
230-8.1.E: 

"In the case of lots created before the date of 
enactment of this bylaw and with areas both in the 
Velocity Zone and outside the Velocity Zone, all structures 
built after the enactment of this bylaw shall be located in 
an area outside of the Velocity Zone." 

Deshaies suggested that since the bylaw section 
230-8.1 is an Overlay District, the proposal first must 
comply with it before being considered under any 
other bylaw. He reiterated that the bylaw states no new 
construction of any sort can occur in the Velocity Zone. 

"If you're expanding - a lateral extension -1 
would suggest that's new construction. ... Elevating, 
leaving one or two walls, blowing out walls, that's new 
construction," Deshaies opined. He went on to say that 
in paragraph two of the bylaw, any new construction on 
a lot that has an area outside of the Velocity Zone must 
be located out of the Velocity Zone. A variance may be 
required to allow for lesser setbacks. 

"Take the lead from the Planning Board," 

Deshaies concluded. "This is a 230-8.1 case." 

Bramley, visibly irritated, asked Deshaies, "What 
is the basic objection? Why are [you] so upset [by this 
proposal]?" 

Deshaies responded that the proposal to build 
in the Velocity Zone puts the Town in jeopardy under 
FEMA. Board member Tad Wallenhaupt observed that, 
if the structure is currently in the flood zone, "it presents 
more of a hazard now than if it is elevated." 

Deshaies agreed, stating, "Correct, and when you 
are doing an expansion, you take it out of the floodplain." 

ZBA Chairman Leblanc suggested that if all the 
applicant was doing was raising the structure, they would 
not need to come before the ZBA, which Deshaies refuted 
by saying, "All structural and non-structural activities are 
covered by 8.1." 

Elkins rose to speak, highlighting paragraph two 
of Section 8.1E, in which it states that all structures built 
after the enactment of the bylaw must be built outside the 
Velocity Zone. She said of Ross and Mims, "They have 
that area. [It] is least detrimental to the neighborhood if it 
is out of the Velocity Zone." 

Leblanc countered, "This structure is not built 
after! If this lot was vacant, absolutely. If they were 
moving it two feet. ... It's basically an addition." 

Elkins responded, "An addition is a new 
structure." She went on to say that she believed this was 
an issue partly of semantics. She pointed out that this 
was the third proposal by Ross and Mims and that she 
expected that, when they raised the structure, it will fall 
apart. If they are successful in elevating it, they "leave 
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a couple walls and do what they want. Lift it and build existing house hit by water."

ConCom Approves Construction in Wetlands 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Not that anyone was complaining, but February 
11 found the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
looking at an agenda populated by two pages of text that 
amounted to a meeting wrapped up in about 30 minutes. 

Steve Gioiosa of SITEC, representing Vermette 
Development, LLC with its Notice of Intent filing for 
property located off Mattapoisett Neck Road near the 
intersection of Harbor Road, presented the proposed 
construction of a single-family home. He detailed the 
massive wetlands abutting the location planned for the 
home and measures that would be taken to handle those 
jurisdictional areas in compliance with state regulations. 

Gioiosa said that two separate wetland areas 
totaling nearly 2,500 square feet would be disrupted 
by the construction, but that a one-to-one wetlands 
replication area would be part of the site plan. 

King said that, since the wetlands in questions 
were less than 5,000 square feet, it is not necessary for the 
applicant to undertake a stormwater study Gioiosa said 
that two 10-inch drainage pipes would be installed to 
keep water on the applicant's property and draining into 
the wetlands. 

Elizabeth Leidhold, conservation agent, asked 
about the installation of a box culvert versus the two 
outflow pipes to enable the movement within its habitat. 
Gioiosa explained that a structure of that sort would 
require more fill being brought to the site than currently 
planned. King said he didn't believe a culvert was 
necessary, but left it up to the majority to determine if 
the culvert was needed. The commission agreed with 
King, and the commission deemed the two 10-inch pipes 
sufficient enough for turtle movement. 

King requested that a permanent fence be 
installed to give the homeowners a visual barrier between 
the edge of their groomed yard and the replicated 
wetlands area, noting that oftentimes homeowners 
encroached into protected spaces. 

The project was conditioned with necessary 
erosion control measures, fencing as requested, and 
a replication area with native plantings to replace the 
damaged wetlands. 

Also coming before the Conservation Commission 
was Meghan Davis of the engineering firm Tata and 
Howard, Inc., representing the Town of Mattapoisett with 
a Notice of Intent filing for utility upgrades needed by 
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the Water District for a water treatment plant on property 
located off Tinkham Road. 

Davis said that Ever source's electrical supply 
lines were overhead utilities, and that the poles 
supporting those lines did not meet current height 
regulations. Furthermore, she said that at times when 
weather caused damage to the power supply lines, repair 
crews were not swiftly dispatched to repair the crippled 
wires disabling the municipal service. 

Located in the Mattapoisett River Valley Water 
District, the water treatment plant needs the electrical 
supply lines to be trenched underground, Davis 
explained, from a point midway down a gravel roadway 
off Hereford Road. She described the measures her firm

General education increases revolve around 
maintaining staffing with some teacher shifts, including 
moving one general education teacher over to special 
education and an additional paraprofessional, and 75 new 
Chromebooks, which means grades 2 through 6 will now 
use Chromebooks as part of their school day. 

"The big thing that this budget will support

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Harold Talbott died peacefully at his home 
in Marion, Massachusetts, on February 7, 
shortly before his 80th birthday from com¬ 
plications of Parkinson’s disease. 

In his just-published memoir, Ten- 
drel, Harold wrote, “although my ancestors 
were rather distinguished, I was always out 
of step with the rest of my family. Instead 
I preferred to go my own way, which may 
explain how, from my beginnings in the sophisticated worlds of 
New York and Europe, I ended up as a student of Tibetan lamas 
in both India and America.” 

Harold and his twin brother, John Talbott, were born 
in New York City on February 21,1939, to Margaret “Peggy” 
Thayer and Harold E. Talbott, Jr. Their parents lived at the 
apex of high society in New York, and briefly in Washington, 
DC, during the mid-1950s when Mr. Talbott was Secretary of 
the Air Force. Celebrated for her beauty and charm, Harold’s 
mother counted among her many friends not only such social 
luminaries as the Duke and Duchess of Windsor, but numerous 
singers, writers, and actors. (Noel Coward, Truman Capote, and 
Gary Cooper among them). 

Harold’s decision to go his own way required courage. 
At St. Paul’s School (he graduated in the class of 1958 where 
he developed his passion for French literature) and later at 
Harvard (1962) he readily admitted he was gay at a time when 
homosexuality was neither discussed nor tolerated. Yet thanks 
to his humor, charm and intelligence, Harold was accepted by 
his classmates, teachers, and numerous friends. While in col¬ 
lege Harold converted to Catholicism. Later he befriended Alan 
Watts, who, knowing of his developing interest in Buddhism, 
introduced him to the Benedictine monk Dom Aelred Graham, 
an authority on Thomist philosophy and Zen Buddhism, who 
became his close friend and mentor. During this time, Harold 
twice traveled to the Abbey of Gesthemene in Kentucky to 
meet Thomas Merton, through whose writings he “fell in love 
with the monastic life.” 

After his mother committed suicide in 1962, Harold 
lived a reclusive life in New York, rarely going out and social¬ 
izing until two years later he met and befriended the famous 
piano duo, Bobby Fizdale and Arthur Gold. They took Harold 
into “the hub of a vast circle of talented people,” including 
among others Tanny and George Balanchine, Jerome Robbins, 
Samuel Barber, Betty and John Cage, Stella Adler, who became 
friends. 

Three years after entering Gold and Fizdale’s en¬ 
chanted circle, Harold’s life changed even more dramatically 
when Dom Aelred Graham invited him to be his assistant and 
secretary on a year-long trip to Asia to meet leading figures of 
the world’s non-Christian religions. During the trip they met the 
Dalai Lama. After their audience, Harold asked His Holiness if 
he might return to India to study with him. In 1968 he spent the 
winter at Dharamsala as a private student of the Dalai Lama, 
who told him he would become his “monk in America.” How¬ 
ever, Harold eventually became a follower of the Nyingma, 
or “Old School” tradition of Tibetan Buddhism, to which he 
committed himself for the rest of his life. 

In November 1968 Harold served as Thomas Merton’s 


guide to Tibetan lamas in India’s Himalayan region during 
Merton’s travels to Asia that year. Harold introduced the great 
Christian monk to many Tibetan Buddhist teachers, including 
the Dalai Lama and Chatral Rinpoche, the man Merton pledged 
to return to India to study and understand the essence of Tibet¬ 
an Buddhism—Dzogchen. About Chatral Rinpoche, considered 
a supreme master of Dzogchen meditation by Nyinmapas, 
Merton confided to Harold, “That is the greatest man I have 
ever met.” During their time together in India Merton urged his 
young guide to find a lama to teach him Dzogchen. 

Shortly after Merton’s departure from India, and his 
sudden death a few days later in Thailand, Harold found his 
own lama near Darjeeling, the Tibetan yogi Lama Gyurda- 
la. Lama Gyurdala guided him onto the path of Dzogchen. 
Harold’s study with Lama Gyurdala, and with His Holiness 
Dudjom Rinpoche, titular head of the Nyingma lineage, was 
made possible in large part due to Tulku Thondup Rinpoche, 
then a professor of Tibetan at Lucknow University, who knew 
English and acted as Harold’s mentor, translator, and friend. 
Seven years later when Lama Gyurdala lay on his deathbed 
in an impoverished Delhi neighborhood, Harold was at his 
bedside day and night. After Lama Gyurdala died in early 1975, 
Harold’s close friend Michael Baldwin persuaded him to return 
to America and settle in Marion, Massachusetts, near where the 
Baldwin family was living. 

Shortly after his arrival in Marion, Harold and Mi¬ 
chael established the Buddhayana Foundation to translate, edit, 
and publish important works about Tibetan Buddhism. 

Dodrup Chen Rinpoche, an eminent Nyingma lama 
living in Sikkim, visited the US to attend to his students at the 
Maha Siddha Nyingmapa Center in western Massachusetts in 
the mid-1970s. Tulku Thondup introduced Harold to the great 
lama, who decided to stay with Harold for several months, 
giving teachings to his students in Harold’s Marion home, a 
custom that prevailed over the ensuing decades during Dodrup 
Chen’s periodic visits to the U.S. 

In 1980 Tulku Thondup began his residence in the 
U.S. as a visiting scholar at Harvard’s Center for the Study of 
World Religions, eventually becoming a permanent resident 
and citizen of the U.S. From the 1970s until his death Harold 
worked with Tulku Thondup as editor of many books on Tibet¬ 
an Buddhism that Tulku Thondup himself wrote and translated, 
all published under the auspices of the Buddhayana Foundation. 

It is thanks to Harold’s and Tulku Thondup’s tireless 
work over decades that many Americans have been introduced 
to the profound wisdom of Tibetan Buddhism. 

The title of Harold’s memoir Tendrel, released this 
month, fittingly refers to the ‘auspicious connections’ that 
marked and shaped his life as a private monk in a secular age, 
a life that testified to the supreme importance of the spiritual 
dimension of human existence. 

Everyone who knew him will remember Harold for 
his humor, his intelligence, his generosity, and most of all for 
his gift of friendship. He is survived by his twin brother John, 

11 nieces and nephews and an army of cousins.

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Pryor-ity

Richard Pryor: Live in Concert (1979). Starring Richard 
Pryor and directed by Jeff Margolis. Running time: 78 
minutes. MPA A rating: R. Now streaming on Netflix. 

In Richard Pryor: Live in Concert , which celebrates 
its 40th anniversary this week, the eponymous great 
comedian drops what has become euphemistically 
known as "the N-word" forty-two times. The word, in 
Pryor's hands, becomes a rueful acknowledgment of 
fellowship, of shared indignity and terror and general 
craziness connected with being black in a racist white 
society. Occasionally he puts it in the mouth of a white 
person, but most often Pryor uses it interchangeably with 
"brother." (As a man in the '70s, Pryor was not especially 
enlightened on matters of feminism — but that doesn't 
mean he was unconcerned with women's struggles, 
either.) Eventually, in his later concert film Live on the 
Sunset Strip , Pryor talked about his trip to Africa, and 

said "I ain't gonna never call another black man a n-. 

You know, 'cause we never was no n-s. That's a 

word that's used to describe our own wretchedness." 

In the 1979 film, though, Pryor is (and would later 
remain) conversant with his own wretchedness — his 
embarrassing, screwed-up humanity, the ways in which 
he was down in the dirt with the rest of us. He was the 
first to call himself out, and he fashioned his foibles into 
poetry Live in Concert is not art as filmmaking — director 
Jeff Margolis, who has helmed TV specials and awards 
shows for decades, basically just keeps Pryor in focus. It's 
the text, the material, that I value as art, as literature, as 
hilarious and heartbreaking memoir. 

Pryor flits from subject to subject, but the jewel 
in the crown of Live in Concert is his account of his heart 
attack, in which Pryor famously gives voice to himself 
and to his own aggrieved heart ("You thinkin' about dyin' 
now, ain't you?" the organ growls as it goes into cardiac 
arrest; "You didn't think about it when you was eatin' all 
that pork"). Pryor will occasionally lapse into a truism — 
"The hospital ain't no place to get well" — and then chase 
it with "You can die in there and nobody give a f—," 
something so bleak and blunt it forges its own hilarity. In 
reviewing Sunset Strip , Pauline Kael — a big fan of Pryor 
— somewhat uncharitably noted that his routine about 



his self-immolating suicide attempt (which he passed off 
then as an accident) couldn't help but be a pale echo of the 
earlier heart-attack bit. But Pryor so often abused his own 
body, as if in twisted solidarity with his abusers from his 
childhood, that it was inevitable that he should work up 
comedy about his own physical self-disrespect. 

When Pryor hops from being Pryor to being his 
heart to being an indifferent phone-operator angel in 
heaven, he's firing on all cylinders and doing what he 
did better than anyone — breathing life into people and 
things, animate and inanimate, raising monkeys and 
dogs and deer and car tires to his own level of awareness 
— sharp, paranoid, lowdown and unsentimental. Pryor, 
especially here, doesn't do anything so mundane as tell 
jokes. He embodies; he inhabits. Sometimes, not to get 
offensively voodoo-mystical about it, he seems to channel 
alien consciousness and reinterpret it through his own 
wounded yet tickled human experience. 

Pryor creates for us an entire world , in seventy- 
some minutes, with just a microphone — a world of 
danger and rage, yes, but also one of mitigating ironies. "I 
woke up in an ambulance, right," he says after his heart 
punks out on him. "And there wasn't nothing but white 
people staring at me. I said. Ain't this a bitch. I done died 
and wound up in the wrong mother/— heaven." For Pryor, 
whose art and viewpoint were so snugly connected to his 
experience as a black man, ending up in white heaven 
("Now I got to listen to Lawrence Welk the rest of my 
days") would have been the ultimate indignity and joke. 
Pryor's comedy draws on deep African and African- 
American traditions of folklore, storytelling, playing 
the dozens, anthropomorphism. He was an original, a 
visionary, a crowded house of voices — an American 
sangoma, healing with visions and laughter and empathy 
divining by throwing his own bones.

Mattapoisett Fire Station Building Committee 

At May 2018 Town Meeting, Fire Chief Andrew 
Murray presented the need to replace our aging 
Mattapoisett Fire Department (MFD) building with a 
modern facility to accommodate our equipment, provide 
office and training spaces, and address the critical health 
and safety code violations to protect our first responders. 

Ten years after bringing this to the Selectmen and 
Town Manager, the Capital Planning Committee moved 
this project to the top of their list and in 2018 the Finance 
Committee and Selectmen recommended that urgent 
action be taken. 

Town meeting appropriated $260,000 for planning 
and hiring an Architect, and Owner's Project Manager 
(OPM) to develop scope and plans for a building to be 
located on Town land adjacent to the Police Station, and to 
solicit bids on the project during 2019. 

On September 17 the Board of Selectmen 
officially appointed members of the Mattapoisett Fire 
Station Building Committee composed of residents with 
knowledge of municipal building construction. Mike 
Hickey is a retired Professional Engineer; Jordan Collyer 
is a 4 term Selectman, a 20 year member / Captain in 
the MFD, and is a fire insurance loss control expert; Bill 
Cantor was owner of an architectural metal fabrication / 
erecting business; Fire Chief Andrew Murray; and Town 
Manager Mike Gagne. 

The Committee researched the needs for the 
MFD, and oversees the design, bidding, and construction 
management of this public safety facility. Nine recent 
Fire Stations in Carver, Chelmsford, Franklin, Harwich, 
Littleton, Oak Bluffs, Paxton, Uxbridge, and Westford 
were visited to learn about features and designs that 
function, some that don't work, and the lifecycle costs to 
maintain. 

The Committee advertised for an OPM which

brought in eight submittals, of which three were 
interviewed and Vertex Company was selected as OPM to 
manage the scope, bidding, and cost estimating through 
concept drawings. Seven architectural design firms 
submitted, four were interviewed, multiple references 
were checked, and Context Architecture selected. Vertex 
and Context Architecture were both selected for their 
experience with Fire Stations and responsiveness to 
Mattapoisett's needs. 

The Committee contracted with a local 
Engineering and Surveying firm to provide an accurate 
existing conditions survey plan of the land which will 
assist the Design Team in designing, siting, and more 
accurately assist the cost estimators for the project. 

The Committee is currently working on space 
requirements, equipment needs, infrastructure, and 
is expecting preliminary schematic drawings during 
February.
